To make sure students and staff are safe during in person 
learning during COVID-19, the staff at Rocky has had to use 
its spaces creatively for the new requirements and 
guidelines. 


Although students don't get their normal school days 
anymore, those who choose to, get to go into school, even if 
it is for just a few hours a week. When students are at 
school, there are some changes to their days, starting with 
having to get their temperatures checked as soon as they 
get in the building. Students and staff have to wear face 
coverings and maintain a social distance of 6+ feet, as best 
they can throughout the day, as well. There are no water 
fountains open, and only a few bathrooms are still open for 
use. 


In the classroom, teachers have spread out desks and made 
their classroom COVID friendly. Teachers also make sure 
every desk is wiped down after being in contact with 
students.

» Rocky still continued, but in a different way compared to previous years. The band could not 
showcase a themed marching band show, yet still made the most of a difficult year. The band director, 
Mr. Carlin, states that, "The impact COVID had on the band was that we weren't allowed to do what 
we normally do, rehearse inside together, do football games, or competitions." He also states some of 
the challenges through this season were, "Remote learning, instrument masks, bell covers, distancing 
while playing, being able to rehearse, and figuring out ways to do music with those that can't be in a 
rehearsal."

For this year, with so many 
different setbacks, the Drama Club has 
chosen a different approach to their 
spring production.

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This year, the Boys' Baseball Team hada 
later start than normal, due to scheduling 
changes because of COVID19.

After being at home for so long over guarantine, 
returning to school was both something 
students looked forward to and had to get used 
to. Some just saw the return as life just finally 
going back to normal. In August, all students 
started remotely. In October, students had the 
choice to stay home and do full remote learning 
Or to come into the school to learn face to face 
with blended learning with their teachers twice a 
week. After returning to blended learning briefly, 
all students and teachers were sent home again 
from Thanksgiving through two weeks after New 
Year's due to outbreaks. In January, Rocky 
started with blended learning again, while still 
allowing students to be fully remote, if they 
chose. 


Senior, Emily Pearson, a fully remote student 
said, "It was definitely different, not having to 
get up and get ready to go see my friends after 
a long summer, but instead, seeing everyone on 
my computer screen, especially for my senior 
year." Pearson also has a job, and being full 
remote has let her work more. For Pearson, the 
more challenging part of remote learning was 
trying to get used to the extra steps to adapting 
to not being in the classroom setting and not 
being with her friends in school. 
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On the other hand, Kaylee Plohr, chose 
blended learning because she missed seeing 
and talking to all of the teachers and students at 
school. Plohr thinks being online can be easy 
and hard, at times. Plohr said, “Being online is 
easier because | can take things at my own 
pace and take breaks when I need to, but it is 
also harder because teachers can’t answer my 
questions as fast as they would if we weren't 
online.” Everyone's first day of school was 
different this year, but for Plohr, her online first 
day of school was different because it made her 
feel like she was inside a lot more than she 
really was, and made it seem like she had more 
time to do things. 


This year was different from any other year this 
generation (or really, any other generation of 
Rocks) has ever experienced before. Students 
have dealt with multiple schedule changes, 
moving in and out of their classrooms, and 
learning online only for the first time in Rocky’s 
history.
